The Besutifal Palais Bourbon of the 
French Capital 


THE HOUSE OF LEG!SLATION. 


OT the least taterestisg 
feature aboat the nat.asi 
legi-la‘ure of the Freccn ts 
ite plsoe of meeting. The 
Frotch and the world spesk 
of the plaeas the Palais 
B.urbeo. Bailt in 172), at 
the whim ef a B u'beo 
priacres, who had bec»me 
wearied of the Luxembourg, 
mst of tha eriginal etracture has dis- 
appearsd except @ menamental gateway 
apen the rue ce 1 U stversite. Toie te 
atuslly considered by Parisians tre rear of

Over aoress the Pisce de la Concorde and

ani serenity which the Greek architectare 
alwaye irepires. 

THE PALACE 

was begun in 1722, and at acost ef £16 U00,- 
OO) was finished aboat 1789. Then it was 
taken from the Prince ef Conde, father of 
the Dac a’Eaghea, whom Napoleon subse- 
qrevtly caused te bechot as a ‘ military 
ne esl iy,’ and cenfiecated for the uee of 
the State, It was varieasly oocapled until 
the res:oration and the retarn ef the Prince 
of Coatetn 1814. It was purchaeeiat a 
cost ef f.5 250,000, or Im the neighberheed 
ef £1,(5),000. The palace is beaoded by 
four principal streeta, the q1al d Orsay acd 
roe de l'Universite respeorvely, eoata and 
north, and the rae de Besurgogne and the 
prloce of the Mialetry ef Foreign Affaire on 
the enst and west. It is divided in two 
parte, the Caamber of Depaties sni its de- 
pendencies and the ‘Hotel de ls Presl- 
fence.” The prinoipsl entrance to the 
former is from the rae de | Ualversite, 
thrangh the cour prircipale, the cear 
d’Honneur and §a!'c Casetmir Perrier. A 
mere convenien: entraase ie arranged, hew- 
ever, eff the qial 6’Orsay, at the seuthera 
end of the Pons de ia Concorde. 

In the chamber, er salle des seance, as it 
is called, the seate a-» ranged tn semft-cir- 
cles befere an elevation upoa which is the 
chatr of the preeldrnt. Each seat has o 
desk Ia front of the prewtfeatial chair is 
the tribune, a platform raised a few steps, 
frem which all speeches are deiivered. He

Right and left of the tribuve are stsne- 
graphere, who report the rpesch ia extenso, 
their report being pablisned the feilowing 
morning ia the Journal Oficial.

The Presifent hes a waod er 
baton at ble hand, but he centrola ths pre- 
ce*¢inge by means of « bell hang eo ® 
pivet at ene side of his desk. The recm is 
hang with tapestries acd peintloge. It has 
twe gelleries, the low:r contetni g the bex 
ef the Pr-etdeut and those ef the Min'e ere 
ani diplomatic cerps, and the ercend the 
sooemmodatione for tne public. Tne epece 
devotei to the public ie very amell, very 
peorly ventilated and very inade,aate, eub- 
jecting the members eft-n to incenvenlsnt 
pres-ure fer places. 

The Chamber has at ite service the mag. 
pificens salons Caseimir Perrier, named fer 
the President's gran¢fstner, to whom alla- 
sion hae bern made; the Salles da Trene 
and Pajo', the Sa!oa de la Paix and a sertes 
of eslonse end gardens extending weat to the 
walle of the mtpistry ef fere'ga affaire Tne 
apartments have mavy besutifal pieces of 
statuary and painting, the fives", perhaps, 
being those vy Exgene Delacroix im the 
Salle da Troox, representing Agricalure, 
War, Industry and Jatice In vne eplen- 
did library are haifa mililoa ve um-s, in- 
clading seme of the rarest relics e!

But one 
fragment lodged on his coatsleeve; and he 
saw en it the word “eternity?” aad he 
found no peace until he was prepared for 
that t futere. Do you know what pas- 
sage it was that caused Martin Lather to 
see the truth? ‘The just shall live by 
faith.”, Do you know there is one—just 
oue—passage that brought Augustine from 
a life of dissipation? “Put ye on the Lord 
Jeeus Christ, and make no provision for 
the flesh to fuifil the lusts thereof.” It wea 
just one passage that converted Hedley 
Vicars, the great soliier, to Christ: “The 
blood of Jesus Christ cleanseth from all 
sin.” Do you know that the Holy Spirit 
usel ove paseage of Scripture to save 
Jonathan Edwards? ‘‘Now, ante the King, 
eternal, immo.tal, invisib.e, the only wise 
God, our Saviour, be giory.” One year 
ago on Thankagiving day, I read for my 
text, ‘‘O, give shanke unto the Lord, for 
He is good; for His mercy endureth for 
ever.” And there isa young man in the 
house to whose beart the Holy spirit took 
that text for his eternal redemption. 
might speak of my own case. I will tell 
you I was brought to the peace of the 
Gospel through the Syro Phonician wo- 
man's ery to Christ: ““Kven the doge eat 
ef the crumbe that fall from the Master's 
table.”

The great 
French orathor, when the dead king lay 
before hizu, looked up and cried: * God 
only is great;” and the triamph of bis 
eloquence has been told by the historians. 
But I have not heard thst one soul was 
saved by the oravorical flourish. Worldly 
critics may think thatthe early preaching 
of Thomas Chalmers was a masterpiece. 
But Thomas Chalmers says he never began 
to preach until he came out of the sick 
room, white and emicisted, and told 
men the simple story of Jesus. In the 
great day of eternity it will be found that 
the most souls have been brought to 
Christ, not by the Bossucta, and Massil- 
lons, and Bourdalones, but by humble 
men who, in the strength of God, and be- 
lieving in the eternal Spirit, invited men 
to Jesus. There were wise salves—there 
were excellent ointments, I suppose, in the 
time of Christ, fer blind or inflamed eyes. 
But Jesus tarned His back upon them, and 
pat the tip of hix finger to His tongue, and 
then, with the epittie that adhered to the 
finger he anointed the eyes of the blind 
man, and daylight poured into his blinded 
soul. So it is now that the Spirit of God 
takes that humble prayer meeting talk, 
which seems to be the very saliva of 
Christian influence, and amoints the eyes 
of the blind man, and pours the sunlight 
of pardon and upon the seul Sn, 
my friend, I bh we could feel it more 
and more, that if any good ts done it is 
the power of God's omnipotent Spirit 
do not know what bymn may poe: Spare te 
Jesus. Ido not know what of the 
Scripture lesson I read may eave yeur eoul, 
Perhaps the Spirit of God may hurl the 
very next text into yoar beart:—‘' Come, 
for all things are now ready.”

Our Market was started about eight 
years ago, and isi. a manner of private 
enterprise as it is held in a large building, 
used asa hall with skating rink under- 
neath. 

Iu summer time the skating rink is 

| because it is cool andiced all in winter 
a itcan be kept warm. It is owned 
by a private citizen who charges for 
yearly tickets one lollar, or a fee of five 
cents to those who have no tickets. 

There about 125 yearly members and 

about 175 collected in small tees making 
a total of about $300. There are usually 
from 12 to 15 outside buyers--two of whom 
pay an average ot $2.50 each market day. 
Tie others do not buy so much, but the 
average amount paid out is over a thous 


and dollars each Market day. Every 
imaginable thing is brought there and 
everything getsa buyer. Some of the 


merchants oppose the thing strongly at 
the start, saying those who were in the 
| habit of takimy their produce to them 
| and taking trade for it would (with 
| market) )yet the cash and be less liable 
to do all their trading at any or one place. 
Of course people do run about more and 
| Are more particular when they have the 
cash in their pockets, but what applies to 
one merchants customers does so equally 
with the others and though he tosas on 
| one of his customers he gets a slice some- 
one else. 
Not only that bat a good market draws 
frem a greater distance than merchants 
| themselves can do. The benefit is a!so 
mutual.
